'14, who was re- 
ci'iitly leporiid lo l,c at li.vdc [>iirk 
I'lai'c lloK|)iiaI, sulTeriny from a «tin- 
shot wound In the left leg, has been 
aw'.»rdcd the .Uilltary Cross for con- 
K) ii uous gallantry In the field, 

("apt. Argue enlisn il wiUi tin 241th, 
going overseas wirli (liciu a;; tin m«li- 
lal officci of the r. giijirni. When the 
ii>i!iuiout was broken up Into di<afta. 
Ill' was tmnsferi«l''io 'the 87th as 
medical officer, and remained with 
that unit until I>elug wounded just 
prt)vlou« to the signing. of the armis- 
tice. 

Capt. Argue, who was popularly 
known as "Pud," at McOlll, received 
hia preliminary education at .Ottawa 
Collegiate, and took a double course 
in Arts and .Medicine at AleGlU. While 
at the college he took an active part 
In spoTU, and managed the hoclcey 
team during tho season of iail-l2, 
while lu 1912-13 he luauaged the 
Rugby club when tliry won the Inter- 
collegiate championship. 

After graduating, Capt, Argue w«a 
appointed medical superintendent of 
tho Western Hospital, and only re- 
linquished this> post to go Overseas, 
M'hile on the staff, ho organized a 
hockey team there and played In 
several matches with the staffs of tho 
other local hospitals.

chusette Institute of Technology was 
not In accord with the Gordon McKav 
will, which ecfAbllshed a large fund 
for the teaching of, engineering at 
Harvard. 

The instruction will be wholly in 
the charge of a Harvard faculty, ap- 
pointed by the governing boards, and 
will lead after four years of study,- to 
the degree of S. B. Higher dégrées

THE BIG DRIVE IS ON. 

With the coming of the Chmtmas holidays, and the respite 
from labour they afford thei^e cornea^ to the mind of the student 
the feeling that the "first lap" of his college year is over. The 
reHipening of the university after those days of rest means the 
buekling down to hard and unremitting work, if the exams 
whfch now loom unpleasantly near are tp be coped with success- 
fully. Hence, it is that the period we are entering upon is one 
which lends itself easily to the process of "stocktaking" dear to 
the mind of the reflective one, but only too often decidedly un- 
pteaiant to those who aré less fortunate. 

The first term lies behind us, and most of us have to admit 
that the amount of work done in it was painfully slim. Of 
eourae, the intervention of tlie influenza epidemic and the closing 
of the eollege may,, to a certain extent, account ,for this. But 



in any case, it seems to be generally true that for a couple <^f 
months the mental equipment of the undergraduate has not been 
sufficiently i!uri}i8hed and coordinated^ to enable him to do much 
in the way of serious work. -^^ !t it after the vacation that there 
comes to him a realization of all the errors of omission he has 
eonunitted, and hé is apt . to makè*â''Ne\^ "Year's resolution to 
abandon every fonn of relaxation and amusement in favour of 
his books.

KHAKI UMVj^SlTY 
IS HIGHLjf PIlAlSED 

Canada 1im don« nuuiy things w«n 
daring the var and none better, per- 
hapt, than the eatjiblishment of the 
Khaki Uolrgrsity of Canada. As 
early as 1916 the Canadian executiTe 
ol the Y.M.C.A.. Uxdc up the prob- 
lem of the éducation of the Canadian 
soldier in England and France, and 
a well-known Canadian educational- 
ist. Dr. H. M. Tory,,, president of the 
Unlvei-sity of Alberta,, was asked by 
the Y.ai.C.A. to go to Bngland in 
an advisory capacity. This inrita- 
ttmi wu accepted by Or. Tory, with 
the result that he Is now at the bead 
of the Khaki University of Canada 

What first led the T.M.C.A. to 
Dr. Tory tQ undertake the task wal 
that in the Canadian Amy there 
were a very large number of univers» 
ity students who at the time of taking 
up arms had not completed their uni- 
versity courses. Up to this time the 
only educational work which was be- 
ing undertaken amongst, the British 
and Canadian soldiers was a series 
•f lectures and certain classes which 
were conducted in connection with re- 
ligious subjects. 

In the course of report made by 
Dr. Tory to the Premier, Sir Robert 
Borden, he says, that as a result of 
conversations with officers and men 
in England and France he bad come 
to the conclusion liiat a useful cdu 
cational work could he done, sei'viijp; 
a double purpose: (1) Promoting a 
better understaqdlnr'ot the war prob- 
lems in the army itself, thus assist 
Ing and stimulating- the interest of 
the men in the prosecution of the 
war, and (21 Creating an atmosphere 
of thought toward the problems of 
reconstruction and giving knowledge 
of such a definite character In rela- 
tion to after-the-war occupatl<ms that 
would have a definite value when the 
day came for resettlement in Can- 
ada. ... 

Dr. Tory also advised that the 
whole matter should be placed on a 
systematic basis and recommended 
that a coniplete scheme covering the 
whole army should be put into oper- 
ation for the war period along the 
foUowing lines: 

(1) An organl7.rd scheme of popu- 
lar lectures of an educational char- 
acter, malnlir historic and scientific. 

(2) The promotion of small study 
groups. ' , 

(3) The promotion of reading 
groups in 1)illeta and tents, . 

(4) Tlie development of a definite 
library System» ' 

He further recommended that the 
whole scheme should "be put upon a 
broader basis than was possible within 
the y.M.C.A.. that the univerijltir>- 
pf Canada be con8uUç.d ai)d .interested 
from the point of 'view .ot teaching 
power and standards for the bigher 
work, and also the general éducatlon- 
a1 forces from the point of view of

In lûâS, the old inns, such 
as the "Cross Keys," the "Bull ' and 
"Belle Sauvage" were used extensive- 
ly for this purpose, the latter, we ar<» 
told, almost rankinK as a perman*nt 
theatre. We find Collier also stating 
that the "Belle Sauvage " was a fav- 
ourite placf for tbpsf performances. 

Originally the old Inn consisted of 
two courts, a-r, inner aud outer one. 
The present archway from I.udgale 
HIU led into the latter, which' at one 
time contained private hotises. A dis- 
tinguished resident in one of thcee 
(No. 11) was Grinllng Gibbous. Ac- 
cording to Horiice Walpole. Gibbons 
carved an exquisl'e pot of flower.-, in 
wood, which stood on his window sill 
there, and shook surprisingly with 
the motion ot the ooechci that passed 
beneath. The inn prepsr, surroaaded
